This  memorial   the  wo-k  of  Louis  T   Rebisso,  stands  near  the  shore  of  Lal(e  f*/l,chigan,  oppos.le  the  foot  of  Centre  Street,  and  ,s  pronounced  by  sculptors  to  be  unequaled  by  any  equestrian  statue  in  the  United  States.     The  cost  of  the 
'ent  was  $65,000,  the  greater  part  of  which  sum  was  subscribed  within  the  four  days  succeeding  the  death  of  The  great  general.      It  was  unveiled  October  7,  1  891 ,  with  imposing  ceremonies,  before  1  50,000  spectators. 
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STATUE    OF    LINNE,   LINCOLN    PARK 

This  statue  of  the  "  Father  of  Botany  '    is  situated  near  the  upper  lake,  in  the  nnrlhern  part  of  the  park, 
gift  of  the  Swedish  Societies  of  Chicago,  and  was  designed  by  C.  Dyferman  of  Stockholm. 
It  cost  $12,000,  and  was  unveiled  May  23.  1891.
